Firmstone gave each

Each week' the 
teacher has a confiden* 
till meeting with each 
student at which time 
they can discus* any 
problems they hive. 

Mr. Firmstone say* 
he would not have been 
tble vo have introduced 
the methods he t* now 
using in a conventional 
school system. Bui by 
the same token he t* 
quick to point out that 
be meets regularly with 
ill oiheT district head¬ 
master* to discui* 
mutual problem* and 
educational develop¬ 
ment*. 
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He believes it is 
essential that the school 
should be part of the 
wider community and 
that the students should 
not see themselves as 
being outside the com¬ 
munity. That is one of 
me reasons for the pro¬ 
posal to perform the 
play in Stanthorpe. 

A former Secretary of 
the Alternative Schools 
Association - there are 
now about 20 member 
schools, most in New 
South Wales and Vic¬ 
toria - he is quick to cri¬ 
ticise what he terms 
weirdo religious iroups 
who put chain wire 
fences around them¬ 
selves’. 


Allegations 

Boih Mr. Firm stone 
and Mr. Richard 
Pfeiffer, who with hia 
wife Gaotami first set 
up the Ananda P»3H 
community at 

Severniea eight years 
ago. are acutely con¬ 
scious of the allegations 
that the Aninda Marga 
in Australia is a political 
guerilla group. 

They ,say the free 
Ananda Marga mem¬ 
bers convicted after the 
Hilton Hotel bombing 
were framed. Locals 
still remember the heli¬ 
copters and shadowy 
security figures who 
kept ihe Ananda PalU 
community under cons¬ 
tant surveillance after 
the bombing. 

When the school was 
first mooted, Mr. 
Firmstone and Mr. 
Pfeiffer went to great 
pains to ensure that the 
movement of children 
from the Seventies 
Sure School did not 
upset siafTing arrange¬ 
ments as the school, 
which a number of the 
children had previously 
attended. 


They believe the 
school is now well 
accepted by local resi¬ 
dents, and hope that as 
the students can 
become more involved 
in sport, eisteddfods 
nd Other activities, it 
will make its own niche 

in the community. 

The school has the 
capacity to take 38 stu- 
dents and Mr. 
Firmstone is expecting 
an increase in numbers 
next year. The interim 
Council approval will 
allow for up to 80 siu- 
dents on the present 
site. 

High School 

Ultimately, the 
Ananda Palti com¬ 
munity’s goal 35 to have 
a high school as well on 
.their 100-acre property 
But why not use the 
existing school system? 
Mr. Firmsione pointed 
to a poem titled, ‘1 am a 
child of the Universe' in 
the student's 'Higher 
A wariness Book' which 
he said best explained 
the Ananda philosophy: 

"The Universe is my 
native land. 

! will not give my heart to 
any country „ group or 
idea 

which tries to put chains 
on my heart ; soul, mine 
or body. 

These chains try to keep 
me separate from my 
spiritual brothers and 
sisters 

Who are all living forms. 
They are my brothers ana 
sisters because God is the 
Father and Mother to us 
all.

In the light of the years of struggle 
to keep the A#M, school going and the 
feeling of disappointment and apparent 
failure which we experienced when the 
school had to close finally, it is evident 
that Baba is now showing us that a lot 
of good work was achieved in that time 
and that the results were indeed in His 
hands.

The Trouble With Idealists 


"**.as long as a magnificent, healthy and uni- 
versalistic society is not well established, 
humanity's entire culture and civilisation, 
its sacrifice, service and spiritual endeavour 
will not be of any worth whatsoever/ 1 

(Anartda Vanii, Jan 1973) 


The uniqueness of Ananda Marga ideology is its 
proposition that spiritual effort is valueless 
if not effectively combined with social trans¬ 
formation* Not only must the fruits of spirit¬ 
ual endeavour be channelled into selfless ser¬ 
vice; there must also be real and lasting re¬ 
sults . 

It follows that every margii must be vitally 
concerned about the real impact of AM ideology 
on society * By "real’ I mean practical, wide¬ 
spread and substantial. 

However, in applying our ideology, a number of 
problems arise* These are similar to those ex¬ 
perienced by all idealists and, if not over¬ 
come , can turn a precious and valuable trea¬ 
sure into a narrow and sectarian dogma* If we 
fail to see the dangers we will lose the cap* 
acity to materialise neo-humanism - to influ¬ 
ence social trends by an infusion of creative 
expansive consciousness and its rational con¬ 
comitants * 

The main dangers are: disparallelism with the 
real world; rigidity of ideas ; lack of coop¬ 
erative spirit; and a misplaced faith in words. 
These are not really separate but they can 
be discussed one by one, for clarity* 

Disparallelism is the inability to join 
ideals with practical reality. Social ideal¬ 
ists are often rightly criticised for their 
obsession with ideas to the exclusion of 
practical, revolutionary activity and struct¬ 
ural social change* But the value of ideology 
is not in some closeted victory of ideas* 

” One must remember, theories are not the de¬ 
liverers of living beings * The deliverer is 
that high*** (and) vigorous competence which 
brings about the fusion of the hard reality of 
existence with the ultimate point of the 
visionary world /' ( The Human Society Parti ) 


There is no sense in trying to prove or pro¬ 
nounce the superiority of certain ideas and 
there is no sense in imagining any miracle is 
being worked other than that of our own col¬ 
lective effort of heart , mind and body* Our 

idealism, our strategy as spiritual revo¬ 
lutionaries, must take practical form 
within current events and social movements* 

Rigidity in idealism effectively prevents 
the spread of one's ideals* People with such 
an outlook generally consider themselves as 
'purists 1 and do not believe they have to 
adapt to the world; rather, they expect the 
reverse* They are concerned with 'quality 
not quantity 1 of support for their own cause, 
and so write the prescription for their own 
social irrelevance. Such people miss the 
dynamic principle of ideology and start to 
generate dogma. 

Cooperative sp: it can be lost in idealism 
when those tending towards dogma ( as ment¬ 
ioned above ) seek to impose their concepts 
and structures on others with whom they live 
and work* They lack flexibility and the sin¬ 
cerity of their 'cooperation 1 is in question; 
others see their principle of social equality 
as deficient* In the spirit of service we 
must, instead, think what we have to offer 
society, rather than the reverse* Ve cannot 
create separately from the real needs and 
demands of people in society, or expect all 
to come to us* A genuine cooperative spirit 
acknowledges the value of others' contribu¬ 
tions and seeks to work such contributions 
together into a living force, 

"The essence of cooperation borne of moving 
together aims at widening or expanding the 
mental being of a person by striking down 
one's barriers of meanness again and again* 
And hence I reiterate that society is like,** 
a batch of pilgrims gathering a strange power 
of mind in travelling together and, with its 
help, solving all the problems of their 
individual and social lives." 

( Supreme Expression 2, 114 ) 
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Finally, idealists can place too much impor¬ 
tance on vords and simple intentions, partic¬ 
ularly in politics, so that there will be a 
eloss over the reality. They can fpol them¬ 
selves and/or others. If words, or intentions, 
are considered all important, people are eas¬ 
ily diverted from a practical and revolution¬ 
ary task. Actions hold more meaning than words 
and good intentions must be assessed in light 
of their practical effects. 

The dangers of idealism thus bear some exam¬ 
ination by us all, as margiis trying to imple¬ 
ment a practical and revolutionary idealism. 

W e need to recognise and avoid all those ten- 
dencies towards: narrowness, dogma, intlex 
ibilitv, imoracticality, meanness and naivety. 

These are not simply the defects of someone 
else*s ideology but obstacles we face in impl¬ 
ementing our own, To give full expression to 
our personal spiritual endeavour, by helping 
create a fl magnificent, healthy and universa- 
listic human society", we have to fight through 
and overcome all obstacles,

To build a healthy human race we should 
have given them propec. guidance in philosophy 
in science, in all branches of human knowledge 

To buid a healthy human race we should 
have given them proper guidance in philo¬ 
sophy, in science, in all branches of 
human knowledge — which ve did not do* 

We have utilised science more for destruc¬ 
tive purposes than for benevolent aims; 
we have distorted the thought processes of 
human beings; we have deliberately misguided 
the people instead of leading them along 
the proper path* We have taught people 
to think about which bomb can annihilate 
many millions of people at a time- but 
we never propagated a philosophy to teach 
them to think how millions of people could 
be benefitted by psycho-spiritual practices* 
Thus human beings of today are following 
a defective path, and there is a desperate 
need for a change in direction* The only 
remedy is Neo—Humanism* 

There are three stages on this path of 
Neo-Humanism, The first one is spiritual 
cult (practice) * What is spiritual cult? 

It is physico-psycho-spiritual. This physico- 
psycho-spiritual process will show you 
how to remove the defects of the psychic 
world and also the external world, and 
enable you tomove towards the spiritual 
world without any delay. This movement 
towards the spiritual goal will also help 
you to establish yourself in the psychic 
and physical worlds, so you will be able 
to render greater service to the people. 

This is what I call "spiritual cult". 
Progress in this spiritual cult starts 
with the elevation of protoplasmic cells, 
and finally ends in the attainment of 
the Supreme Goal. This physico-pyscho- 
spiritual cult will help the physical 
world and the psyches of the psychic world 
directly and indirectly, and also the 
spiritual . directly * But this is not 
enough; our journey does not end here. 


The second stage i£" spiritual essence- 
This stage is related mainly to the pyschic 
and spiritual strata. If you consider 
the entire human race, you will see that 
humanity has a collective mind ( not the 
Cosmic Hind ). Now , change® will have 
to be effected in the mental flow of tnis 
Collective Mind; you will have to create 
a new wave of thought in it. Because of 
the manner of human thinking thus far, 
the pace of human progress has been painfully 
slow* If it is given a new direction, 
the speed of progress will be greatly 
accelerated. 

Thus we find that the second stage of spir¬ 
itual essence will take place in the 
psychic and spiritual realms; it will 
occur in the collective psychic mind, 
in the collective ectoplasm of the entire 
humanity. Then the global thought processes 
of humanity will take an entirely new 
turn, and that will also strengthen humanitys 
collective spirit. Humanity as a whole 
will become converted into a powerful 
and spiritual force, and in that stage 
no.pseudo-humanistic-strategy will work. 

All other weapons will become completely 
powerless before this mightiest spiritual 
wea pon{Brahma T stra). 

And when: this surging Neo-Humanism overflows 
in all directons, making all'’things sweet 
and blissful, unifying individual life 
with collective life, and transforming 
this earth into a blissful heaven - that 
very state of Supreme Fulfillment is 
the htate.of spirituality as a mission. 

That ia, the highest state of attainment 
in human life, the source of all inspiration, 
( the above paragraph is from pp,13-14 ) 

But there is still something more beyond 
this , which 1 have described as "spirit¬ 
uality as a mission". So, first there 
is "spirituality as a mission". So first 
there is "spirituality as a cult", secondly 
"spirituality in essence" and thirdly 
"spirituality as a mission". 
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All the existential phenomena are emanating 
from the Existential Nucleus* The existential 
nucleus of a single individual is directly 
linked to the controlling point of the 
Cosmic Nucleus, of the cosmological order. 

But this path is not psycho-spiritual; 
according to Neo-Humanism, the final 
and Supreme Goal is to coincide one’s 
individual existential nucleus with the 
Cosmic Existential Nucleus. As a result, 
the individual’s entire existence becomes 
one with the Controlling Nucleus of the 
cosmological order, and that will be
